-.But. leaders of the seven nations’ Communist parties, who 

attended the pact meeting, warn- 
ed that "the forces of Imperialism 
and reaction have not laid down 
arms are trying to f frw-ir or 

oppose the processes of detente.” 
Their wvmmnnfq ng ap- 

plauded the success In achieving 
settlement b; negotiations in 
Indochina, and suggested that 
such negotiations serve as a model 
everywhere. 

Special credit was accorded to 
the Soviet Union for recent diplo- 
matic initiatives by the Com- 
munist side in Europe, particu- 
larly progress toward normalizing 
relations with West Germany. 

The summit meeting Involved 
the organization's consultative 
political committee. It included 
not only two days of general 
deliberations, but bilateral talks 
between most of the East Euro- 
pean party chiefs and T-e pnid 
Brezhnev, secretary general of 
the Soviet Communist party. 

The communique issued last 
night, was couched in conciliatory 
language and nowhere mentioned 
or attacked the United States. 

The meeting, the first of its 
kind In more than two years, ap- 
peared intended to set a collective 
seal on policies of detente that 
have been pursued during that 
time by the Soviet Union. The 
program discussions of the 
meeting were presumably worked 
out in advance so as to cause no 
surprises to any . p a rt icipants. t 
- The Warsaw Pact organisation; 
created on May 14. 1955, was 
intended to counter the “aggres- 
sive" North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. the communique said, 
and was ready to dissolve itself 
simultaneously with the dissolu- 
tion of NATO. 

Security a “Must’ 
Meanwhile, “military security 
in Eastern Europe must be main- 
tained," it added. 

No Warsaw Pact military com- 
manders are known to have par- 
ticipated in the talks other than 
a Soviet delegation led by 
Marshal Ivan Yakubovsky, com- 
mander in chief of Warsaw Pact 
forces. Who delivered a report. Its 
contents were not disclosed. 

Their communique: 

• Said support would continue 
for North Vietnam and the South 
Vietnamese Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government. 

• Expressed approval of North 
Korean efforts to achieve reunifi- 
cation of Korea. 

• Demanded “an end to viola- 
tions of human rights” in Chile. 

• Pledged support to anti -colo- 
nialist insurgents in Angola, Mo- 
zambique, Guinea-Bissau and the 
Cape Verde Islands. 

• Praised the efforts of non-

The foreign ministers are cer- 
tain to discuss the Midd l e East 
tins weiacend. and a "further 
timetable" of -.the EEC and its 
prospects of progress toward 
economic and eventual political 
integration, the sources said.

MOSCOW. April IS CAP).— Sen. 
Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., urged 
the Soviet Union today to be more 
candid in revealing its plans for 
the use of new nuclear-weapons 
systems. 

Today, without announcement, 
the Soviet government is b ondin g 
new missiles and testing still 
others.* 1 Sox Kennedy said In a 
speech at the Soviet Union's 
U.S.A. Institute, which studies 
American policy. 

“Secrecy on intentions arid doc- 
trine in nuclear -arms ran only- 
cause difficulties — and dangers — 
for everyone,” he said. “Let us 
therefore have a full and open 
debate on these matters.” 

Sen. Kennedy, accompanied by 
his wife. Joan, and children Kara. 
13. and Ted Jr., 12. arrived yester- 
day from Belgrade for a week’s 
visit, his first to the Soviet Union. 
It is his last stop on a fact- 
finding tour which has taken him 
to Romania as well as Yugoslavia. 

In his speech, the senator also 
called for a comprehensive test 
ban treaty and a moratorium on 
nuclear testing, which he already 
has urged on the US. govern- 
ment. 

Officials React 

His call for less secrecy spark- 
ed a reaction among institute of- 
ficials. 

“Maybe some of your people 
are deliberately trying to mix up 
our intentions, to distort them,” 
Sen. Kennedy was told by J£A. 
MUshtein. an institute official and 
former Red Army general. 

Mr. Milshteln claimed that the 
UJS. Defense Department often 
distorts new Soviet missile de- 
velopments in an effort to get 
more money for its own missile 
projects. 

"It's very important that the 
other side give some explana- 


tions of its intentions,” said 
Georgi Arbatov, director of the 
institute. “Some of the explana- 
tions [about UJS. missile develop- 
ments] don’t tend to assure one 
very much.” 

Sen. Kennedy reminded the 
audience that his brother, the 
late John F. Kennedy, was Pres- 
ident when the partial test-ban 
treaty was signed 11 years ago. 
This treaty prohibited atmo- 
spheric but not underground 
testing. 

• • In calling for a compvehenriv* 
treaty to ban all tests. Sen. Ken- 
nedy said: “Because of the com- 
plexity of new weapons systems, 
it Is difficult to Impose controls 
even when we both wish them.

Cost of Living 
In U.S. Rises 
1.1% in March 

WASHINGTON, April 19 
• IHT.i. — The highest inflation, 
rate In nearly a quarter of a 
century is continuing in the 
United States, with the in- 
crease In the cost-of-living 
last month rising 1.1 percent, 
the Labor Department re- 
ported today. 

Last month's increase pushed 
consumer prices 102 percent 
ahead of the level of March 
1973. representing the big- 
gest 12-month gain since 1943. 

For Che first qUttrtsr of lire 
year consumer prices rose at 
an annual rate of 14.5 per- 
cent, the highest quarterly in- 
crease sine 1951, during the 
Korean war. Story Page S. 


Kurds Declare All-Out War , 
Charge 11 Executions by Iraq 


ANKARA, April 19 (Reuters'. 
—Kurdish rebels have declared 
all-out war against the Iraqi 
government, according to a radio 
broadcast monitored in eastern 
Turkey. 

The broadcast, over the Voice 
of Kurdistan radio last night, ac- 
cused the Baghdad regime of 
executing 11 prominent Kurds. 

As a result the rebels have 
launched a war in northern Iraq 
which will continue until one side 
is destroyed, the broadcast said. 

Fighting between government 
forces and guerrillas led by Gen. 
Mulla Mustafa Barzani erupted 
last month and appears to have 
escalated recently. 

Last night's broadcast said

California 
Manhunt 
Assailed 
By Blacks

SAN FRANCISCO, April 19- 
—Police ran into bitter protests 
yesterday for conducting a 
dragnet of young black males 
in an effort to catch the so- 
called Zebra killers. 

Leaders of the black commu- 
nity were almost u nanim ous in 
condemning the stopping of 
perrons who fit the description 
of the blacks who have mur- 
dered 12 w* ites ill the last five 
months. 

Six persons have survived at- 
tacks by the Zebra killers, in- 
cluding two teen-age boys shot 
Sunday night. The composite 
pictures being used in the man- 
hunt were based on the youths' 
descriptions. 

The Rev. Cecil Williams, the 
black minister of Glide Memo- 
rial Church, said the dragnet, 
in which slender young black 
men are stopped for ques tion - 
ing. is the equivalent of a “po- 
lice state” operation. 

The condition creates a 
greater possibility lor what I 
would view as racial war.” said

Mr. Williams. “This is deplor- 
able for the city I love.” 

Others charged undue harass- 
ment and said that the tactic 
has little likelihood of succeed- 
ing In producing suspects. 

Both the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Colored People and the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union claim- 
ed that the dragnet is uncon- 
stitutional and threatened to 
file lawsuits to have it stopped 
by court order. 

Police Capt. Charles Barba 
said that about 100 persons 
were stopped Wednesday night, 
the first night of the program, 
without any leads being un- 
covered. 

He explained that, a card is 


Issued to stopped persons, and 
is signed by the policeman, so 
that they can show it if stop- 
ped again. 

He said that a "pat” » physi- 
cal r search of the persons stop- 
ped will be made only if its 
need “is indicated.' 1 He said 
that such a search has been 
held legal by the Supreme 
Court if the policeman's safety 
is involved. 

“All of our officers have been 
instructed to use the utmost 
courtesy and thoughtfulness,” 
said Capt. Barka. “We realize 
that antagonizing black people 
will hurt our efforts.” 

Nevertheless, the antagonism 
seemed to be building up.

Kurdish Democratic party were

On Turkish Border 

A Turkish official near the: 
Iraqi border said that traffic was 
continuing to pass through KurcJ- 
ish-controiled areas into Turkey, 
but that the sound of distant 
cannon fire had been audible at 
the frontier last night. 

Fiores had been spotted in the 
direction of Zakho. aD Iraqi town 
where a government garrison was 
reported to be surrounded by 
guerrillas, the official added. 

An Iran-based Kurdish -lan- 
guage radio station said that 
fighting continued around strate- 
gic S e r f i n Mountain, near 
Shaqlawa. 

The station, known as Kerman- 
s hah Radio, reported that Iraqi 
government units had lost 36 men 
kiiled and 63 wounded in trying to 
take back the mountain from the 
Kurds. 

Six rebels were injured in the 
seven-hour battle, the station 
said. 

In Ankara, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman denied a press report 
that Turkish Foreign Minister 
Turan G unes met an envoy from 
Gen. Earzani at the UN this week. 

During the 1961-70 Kurdish 
revolt. Turkey — which has a large 
Kurdish minority — assisted Bagh- 
dad by closing the Iraqi border. 

Since March 13, Kurdish militia 
have been In control of the Iraqi 
post at the official Habur cross- 
ing point but so far Turkey has 
kept the frontier open.

PARIS. April 19 — Syrian-Israeh 
fighting built up sharply today 
into air battles in which at least 
three fighters were shot down, and 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe 
Dayan said on television that Is- 
rael considers itself free to hit at 
Sjria “without restraining our- 
selves.” 

Israeli and Syrian jets locked 
in combat high over Mount Ser- 
mon while ground fighting raged 
on the rocky Golan plateau be- 
low. 

Syria said that it downed 17 
Israeli planes and lost one of ns 
own. It said its planes downed 
seven of the Israeli jets and its 
anti-aircraft gunners knocked out 
the 10 others. Damascus said that 
up to 50 Israeli figthers and fight- 
er-bombers were involved in the 
action, but did not say how many 
planes Syria committed. 

Israel said that its planes dor: ti- 
ed two Syrian aircraft and ad- 
mitted that Syrian anti-aircraft 
gunners shot down two Israeli jets-, 
the first Israeli air losses since 
the October war. The Tel Aviv 
command said that, its planes 
were shot down during a three- 
hour raid on artillery and troop 
concentrations six miles behind 
Syrian lines, the deepest penetra- 
tion that Its air force has made 
since last fall's war. 

Air Baltics 

Syria's Air Force had entered 
the Golan battle yesterday for the 
first time since the October war. 
Six MIG- 17s and MiG-2Is yester- 
day attacked- Israeli positions c r. 
Mount Hermon shortly after Is- 
rael ended a live-hour air raid 
on Syrian posts. Other Syrian 
planes attacked in the south. 

In an interview on the Israeli 
television network today. Gen. 
Dayan said that Israel has not 
despaired of reaching a troop- 
disengagement pact with Syria 
under U JS. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger's diplomacy. 

But he warned that when Air. 
Kissinger arrives later this month 
to pursue disengagement negotia- 
tions. “he may find a battlefield 
here instead of a negotiating 
table.” 

"We put no political limita- 
tions on our military activities, 
olher than our desire to con- 
tinue negotiation.;.” Gen. Dayan 
said. 

“If the Syrians try to take 
territory, on [Alountl Hermon or 
elsewhere, we feel free to take 
similar action. * 

"When the Syrians extended 
their air activity from the peuJ: 
of Mount Hermon to other sec- 
tors of the Golan front, as they 
did yesterday, we reply in other 
areas, but even heavier." 

He emphasized that Israeli ac- 
tion is always kept within the 
“framework of Syrian activities.”

Leftist Foes of Regime 
Are Seized in Portugal

LESSON. April 19 iNYT*. — A 
dozen members of the leftirt 
political opposition many of them 
connected with the press, were 
arrested by the police yesterday 
as the Portuguese government 
continued a tough attitude toward 
those who oppose its war policy 
in its African territories. 

A government spokesman, con- 
firming “a certain number cl 
arrests.” said that all those stlzeci 
were suspected of being members 
of the Communist party which, 
like all other political groups ex- 
cept the officially sponsored one, 
is outlawed in Portugal. 

Since early last week, 55 per- 
sons have been sent to Casjas 
prison outside Lisbon. In the past, 
political suspects have been held 
for months without formal 
charges. Leftist dissidents axe also 
habitually accused of Commu- 
nist connections. 

The wave of arrests hat. added 
to die tension that has persisted 
in Portugal since late February, 
when the government was sud- 
denly confronted with opposition 
within its own ranks to the 13- 
year-old war in the African ter- 
ritories. A book by Gen. Anto- 
nio de Spmola. the former com- 
mander in Portuguese Guinea and 
a national hero, startled the 
public by saying that the wax 
could not be won and suggested 
a political solution.

Texan Said Set to Testify Against Connolly

WASHINGTON. April 19 ' AP ■ . 
“Texas lawyer Jake Jacobsen has 
sent word to Watergate prosecu- 
tors that he is prepared to testif; 
that former Treasury Secretary 
John Connally took S10.00Q lor 
helping a dairy cooperative, ac- 
cording to an informed source. 

Air. Connally. who has con- 
sistently denied receiving the 
money from Mr. Jacobsen, was 
not available for comment. 

The source said that Mr. Jacob- 
sen is prepared to testify against 
Mr. Connally if the government 
wiU reduce tro felony indict- 
ments against him to misdemea- 
nor counts, allowing him to plead 
guilty to the charges without au- 
tomatically losing his license to 
practice law. 

Lawyer Questioned 

Mr. Jacobsen's lawyer, diaries 
McNeils, would neither confirm 
nor deny the report when asked 
for comment today. Previously, 
he had denied that Mr. Jacobsen 
lias switched his earlier testimony 
that Mr. Connally refused to take 
the 510.000. 

Mr. Jacobsen, once a dose as- 
sociate of Mr. Connally. faces a 
Watergate perjury charge and an 
unrelated seven-count indictment 
in a Texas savings and loan 
scandal. Conviction on all counts 
in both indictments would carry 
a maximum penalty of 40 years in 
jail and 580.000 in fines. Convic- 
tion on any one felony count also 
would almost surely lead to Mr. 
Jacobsen's disbarment.

gate special prosecution force 
that if misdemeanor pleas can be 
arranged, he is prepared to admit 
that his previous testimony clear- 
ing Sir.

The story that Mr. Jacobsen is 
prepared to tell, according ro the 
source, is this: 

In May. 1971. shortly after Mr. 
Counally h?d assisted dairymen 
in jCLting- Prcsideni Nixon to 
raise federal milk-price support. 


Mr. Jacobsen delivered .¥5.000 to 
Mr. Cormall- in the office he oc- 
cupied as Treasury secretary. The 
money came from Mr. Jacobsen's 
client. Associated Milk Producers, 
Inc., the nation's largest dairy 
cooperative. 

Allegations of Interference 

In March. 1973. Mr. Jacobsen 
delivered a second 55.000 to Mr. 
Connally after Mr. Connally call- 
ed then Attorney Genera] Jolin 
Mitchell to ask for help in clear- 
ing up an anti-trust cult against 
inc milk producers. The suit is 
pending, although there have 
been repeated allegations of at- 
tempted high-level interference. 

Last year. Watergate investiga- 
tors received a second-hand ac- 
count of the money transaction. 
Bob Lilly, former lobbyist for the 
nnlk producers, who was given 
immunity from prosecution, tes- 
tified that Mr. Jacobsen, alter the 
milk-price supports were raised in 
7&71. asked for 510.000 to give lo 
Mr. Connally. lilr. Lilly also tes- 
tified that he gave Mr. Jacobsen 
inc ruone:-. 

According lo the source. Air. 
Jacobsen is now ready to testily 
that he then arranged o cover 
story with Mr. Connally. By this 
account. Mr. Connally gave Air. 
Jacobsen back $10,000 in cash,

ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia, April

homes. 

The ministers were forced to 
resign at the end of February by 
a mutiny in the armed forces. 

No Information was available as 
to exactly how many ministers 
were affected by the premier's 
order.

Ford Says Nixon Is Innocent. 
Of Any Impeachable Charges 


MONTEREY. Calif., April 19 
• APj .—Vice -President Ford says 
that President Nixon ig “my 
friend and I think he's Innocent 
on any charges that are legiti- 
mate in this current situation.” 
Mr. Ford, who said the Presi- 
dent has “been my friend for 
25 years,” made his comments 
last night before a cheering au- 
dience of about 600 at a SlOO-a- 
plate fund-raising dinner for 
Rep. Burt L. Talcott. 

The Vice-President did not 
elaborate in hie address on what 
he meant when he referred to 
charges, but at a news conference 
earlier, Mr. Ford repeatedly said 
he was convinced that the Pres- 
ident was innocent of impeach- 
able offenses in connection with 
the House Judiciary Committees 
investigation. 

Tm still convinced the Presi- 
dent is innocent of anything 
that's Impeachable on the basis 
of evidence,” he said. 

Mr. Ford also told newsmen he 
saw no problem in (be White 
House's yielding - relevant parts" 
of tape recordings to the House 
Judiciary Committee 
Mr. Ford said he is certain the 


tapes contain nothing th&t would 
incriminate Mr. Nixon in the 
Watergate break-in or iis cover- 
up. 

Because of four rongreshionsl 
election defeats this year, Mr. 
Ford said. Republicans mutt 
mount a ‘superhuman’’ effort to 
offset the prospect of a Demo- 
cratic landslide in the regular 
fall election. 

"We don't want one-party rule 
in this country.” he said. - A 
veto-proof Congress means that 
one party just has a stranglehold 
on how your government is going 
to be run." 

While the administration has 
had its problems with inflation, 
the energy crisis and the like. 
Mr. Ford said, -there've been a 
good many more pluses than 
minuses." 

He cited as pluses an end to 
the Vietnam war. the return of 
the prisoners of war. a begin- 
ning or relations with China, par- 
tial settlement of the Midear t 
crisis and rapprochement with 
the Soviet Onion.. 

"Look at the foreign policy. 
We should be proud of it and 
talk affirmatively about it." Mj\ 
Ford said.

Number of Flights 

WASHINGTON. April 19 <AP). 
— The Civil Aeronautics Board 
gave Trans World Airlines and 
Fan American World Airway* 
permission today to plan a shar- 
ing of operations and revenues 

on flights between the United 
States and Europe. 

The action could mean fewer 
flights to Europe and Africa lor 
DjS. travelers, although the board 
said that approval of the talks 
did not mean that it would ap- 
prove the final pians of toe two 
carriers. 

The two airlines, the nation '* 
largest International air carriers, 
have claimed that they are losing 
large amounts of money on for- 
eign operations. They have asked 
tlse board to give them relief from 
soaring fuel prices through tho 
revenue-sharing proposal and 
through federal subsidies. 

Exempt From Law 

Pooling of operations is a viola- 
tion of federal anti-trust laws- 
However. the CAB has the power 
to exempt airlines from those 
laws when it is deemed necessai-y. 

The board has used that power 
several times in recent months for 
carriers in domestic markets. The 
agency claimed that such reduc- 
tions — necessary because of the 
fuel shortage — could be arranged 
more efficiently in joint talks by 
carriers than with unilateral ac- 
tions by each carrier. 

The board said tliat Pan Am 
and TWA will study possible con- 
solidation on routes between five 
European points and eight UR.

The Vietnamese hamlet of M? Lai has 
faded from American consciousness— a mem- 
ory a-s distant and distasteful as the war 
itself. Thus, the reduction of 1st. Lt. William 
L. Calley's sentence from SO to 10 years, 
ordered by Secretary of the Army Howard 
H. Callaway, may seem faintly irrelevant — 
unless a case Involving coldblooded murder 
transcends questions of topicality. 

Almost as soon as Lt. Calley was sentenced 
to life Imprisonment for murdering “not less 
than 22 Vietnamese." all of them unresist- 
ing civilians, the case turned Into a political 
issue rather than a criminal one. Respond- 
ing to a misguided emotional campaign, 
President Nixon ordered the authorities to 
let Lt. Galley wait out his appeals in the 
comfortable confinement of his bachelor 
officer's quarters. The commanding gen- 
eral of the Third Army subsequently reduced 
his sentence to 20 years, and a federal judge 
freed the lieutenant from house arrest. The 
case still awaits final special review by the 
President. 

For the moment, however, the focus of the 
csu>e is on Secretary Callaway's finding of 
"mitigating circumstances indicating that 
Lt. Calley may have sincerely believed that 
he was acting In accordance with the orders 
he had received and that he was not aware 
of his responsibility to refuse an Illegal 
order." 


of Calley Case 

Sympathy lor Lt. calley has always been 
Inspired to some degree by an understand- 
able reluctance to make a low man on the 
military totem pole the scapegoat for sins 
committed at higher levels. The lieutenant's 
superiors were quickly exonerated in separate 
actions by different courts, while high-rank- 
ing generals who covered up the massacre 
were never tried at alL 

Now. with the higher links in the chain 
of command safely exonerated. Mr. Callaway 
has Introduced as “mitigating circumstances" 
the possibility of Illegality In the orders 
issued from above. The original whitewash 
of those who ought to have been called to 
account now turns Into Justification of an- 
other whitewash at the end of the line. The 
case thus becomes an example of the down- 
ward moral spiral that results from Loss of 
accountability in a military system of com- 
mand. 

This Is not to suggest that the answer at 
this late stage ought to be vindictiveness 
against Lt. Calley. who will now be eligible 
for parole in less than six months. Rather, 
the necessity Is to avoid adding to this 
somber history. In the name of review, any 
White House act that would leave In doubt 
the genuineness of this country's repudia- 
tion of brutalities too loathsome for any 
civilized nation to condone.

Boon’s Atlantic Decision 


The critical debate on both sides of the 
Atlantic over the future relationship between 
the United States and a uniting Wesrt. Europe 
has subsided under the uncertainties of the 
French presidential election. But. whatever 
the election's outcome, the shape of ihis 
relationship is more likely to be determined 
by the weight of opinion in the other eight 
nations of the Common Market, where re- 
sistance to French advocacy of a super- 
independent Europe has stiffened. 

The renewed commitment to improved 
machinery for consultation with Washing- 
ton. expressed in a speech here last week by 
Foreign Minister Walter Scheel of West 
Germany, reflected a growing West European 
consensus. The problem, as Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has expressed it. is 
that the bilateral relationships between the 
United States and each of the nine member 
governments of the European community 
have tended to atrophy without being re- 
placed by a new mechanism for unified Eu- 
ropean negotiation with Washington. 

Up to now the Common Market countrits 
have precluded Joint or separate consultation 
with the United States until, after endless 
haggling, they agreed unanimously on a 
common policy. Changes in that policy then 
became virtually impossible to renegotiate. 
The Scheel proposal would authorize the 
community’s political committee to meet 


with American representatives for formal 
discussions of policy papers affecting U.S. 
Interests before forwarding them to the 
council of ministers for decision. 

By contrast, the French counterproposal 
would hold those discussions much later — 
through talks on the ministerial level after 
the council of ministers had reached, but 
not finalized, nine-nation agreement. Mr. 
Scheel made it clear here last week that this 
was unacceptable and that France's partners 
were determined “to devise a mutually satis- 
factory European - American consultation 
procedure.” Ultimately, he predicted. Wash- 
ington will have a single partner, a united 
Europe, “closely and permanently connected 
with the United States.” Until this much 
needed development, the Common Market 
countries would speak to America both indi- 
vidually and as a group of nire. 

What this means Is that Bonn, which al- 
ways has ifused to choose between Wash- 
ington and Paris, has now joined Britain's 
new Labor government for the first time In 
publicly putting France on the spot. If Paris 
will not. agree to a formal consultation 
mechanism, its Common Market partners 
will consult the United States individually. 
Isolating France and bringing Washington's 
views Into Common Market discussions any- 
way.

Leavening in Brazil? 


Brazil’s new President, Ernesto GelseL has 
allowed something to happen there that 
should not go unnoticed. He has permitted 
expiration of a 10-year ban on political 
activity, invoked after the 1964 coup by the 
military leaders against more than a hun- 
dred prominent Brazilian political figures. In- 
cluding three former presidents. 

The decree, making “<r ass ad os. " or unper- 
sons. of ex -presidents Kubitschek. Quadros 
and Goulart, along with so many who served 
in their administrations, was a black mark 
against the military rulers. It would have 
been ludicrous to renew it after lt had been 
In effect for a decade, though frightened 
men undoubtedly urged Gen. Geisel to do 
exactly that. 


Of course, the rights restored are limited 
ones, and the President's Justice minister 
went out of his way to quash hopes for a 
general political leavening. He warned that 
the ban could be reimposed "immediately, if 
necessary," and that the restoration would 
not allow comebacks for those "responsible 
for the situation that threatened our country 
with chaos." 

Nevertheless, in this Instance. Gen. Geisel 
did act wisely and moderately. The hope 
must be that this decision Is but- a modest 
first step m the "gradual but sure progress 
toward democracy - ' that he pledged after 
his Inauguration last month.

British Industry for Europe 

British Industry evidently figured very low. 
If at all. on the list of those consulted by the 
Labor government before it embarked on the 
•'renegotiation" of Britain's membership of 
the Common Market under threat of with- 
drawal. The Confederation of British In- 
dustry. after allowing Mr. Callaghan to hold 
the stage unchallenged much too long, has 
now come out with a spirited intervention 
that makes his performance look like “Ham- 
let" without any extraneous and superfluous 
Prince of Denmark.

The UN Visit of Teng Hsiao-ping 


By James Reston 


TS7ASHINGTON — A few days 
“ ago. Teng Hsiao-ping, the 
new 70-year-old deputy premier 
of China, flew to New York, had 
a long private conversation with 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer and flew back to Peking 
again as suddenly as he arrived. 

This was Teng’s first visit to 
the West in 48 years, and it may 
be that he merely wanted to see 
the UN in operation and show 
China's respect for the special 
session there on the price and 
distribution of raw materials in 
the world. But the assumption, 
of most diplomats was that, like 
most world leaders these days, he 
wanted to see Kissinger. 

This is becoming a common 
occurrence: When in doubt, see 
Henry. Something very unusual 
is going on now in the relations 
between the nations. The polit- 
ical situation Is unstable and un- 
predictable in Washington, 
Peking, Paris, London, Bonn 
Tokyo, Jerusalem, Cairo, Damas- 
cus. and In many other capitals. 
The visit of Teng with Kissinger, 
which went almost unnoticed, as 
they hoped it would, merely il- 
lustrates the contemporary polit- 
ical confusion. 

. Wants to Knott 

Pricing wants to know what is 
happening to President Nixon, 
and whether it can rely on the 
agreements reached by the Presi- 
dent in Peking and Shanghai. 
Washington wants to know what 
is happening meanwhile in the 
political changes that are taking 
place in China, and is much 
more worried than it lets on 
about the danger of war between 
Moscow and Peking. 

The dominant personalities and 
tone of China's diplomacy are 
c han ging. Chou En-ial seemed to 
be the informing mind and the 
decisive voice in Peking when 
Nixon visited there. Chou dealt 
with the practical details of 
policy and established a close per- 
sonal relationship of respect and 
even admiration with Kissinger. 

But the messages from Peking 
to Washington now come direct- 
ly from Mao Tse-tung through 
different envoys. On his last 
visit to Peking. Kissinger found 
rhat it was Mao Tse-tung who 
was defining-, not merely the 
philosophy of China as before, 
bus the policy of China on Tai- 
wan. Southeast Asia. Europe, 
Japan and atomic weapons. Chou 
En-lai remains the premier of 
China, but he seems to be less 
prominent now and references to 
him in diplomatic conversation 
are politely ignored, by Chinese 
diplomats. Teng, when he was 
in New York, insisted that China's 
cautious policy of accommoda- 
tion with the United States re- 
mained the same and wanted to 
be assured that Washington felt 
the same way, but Chou En-lai's 
name and role were seldom men- 
tioned. 

Relied on Chou 

Washington wonders about all 
this. Kis&inger is too shrewd and 
experienced bo make a policy 
with a man Instead of with a 
country*, but he placed great 
reliance on Chou En-lai's moder- 
ation and historical vision. 

Chou told President Pompidou 
of France just before Pompidou 
died that as he '.Chou) looked to 
the future, his concern was that 
China should recognize that its 
growing power should be temper- 
ed by “modesty.” In another 50 
years. Chou said, China would be 
so powerful that the next genera- 
tion might be deceived by too 
much "pride" and might “lose 
their heads." Therefore, Chou 
remarked, it could be dangerous 
if. in these last years of the 
old regime, the rising generation 
in China did not pay attention 
to Mao Tse-tung's teaching to be 
-modest.'’ 

The philosophic and historical 
sweep of Chou En-lal's mind 
obviously impressed Kissinger, but 
the other No. 2 men in China, 
Liu Sbao-chl and Lin Piao, dis- 
appeared, and now even Chou 
seems to be losing his influence 
and changing his tune. Recently, 
hs mocked President Nixon’s 
favorite promise or a "generation 
ot peace" and argued that “so 
long as Imperialism exists, revolu- 
tion and war are inevi table." 

So, back of ail these domestic 


political arguments over Water- 
gate and the succession to power 
in China, France and Israel, the 
struggles of the nations and of 
power, life, poverty, and death in 
other countries go on all over the 
world. 

It is a dicey and dangerous 
time, for interna] political weak- 
nesses in nations not only im- 
pede progress but encourage for- 
eign adventures and even the 
risk of disastrous wars. This 
could happen in the Middle East 
and along the Sino-Soviet border 
much more easily and suddenly 
than most people suppose, and 
the burden of avoiding it falls 
largely on the United States, and

Middle East Policy and Oil 


pAmO.-If the energy crisis ac- 
complished nothing else, it did 
provoke thorough and up-to-date 
studies of the role of fuel In a 
complex modern world and the 
implications of oil to the econo- 
mies. commerce and diplo- 
macy of both petroleum produc- 
ers and industrial consumers. 

The most recent study, com- 
pleted after a late March meet- 
ing of Japanese. North American 
CUJSA. and Canada) and Euro- 
pean experts, has produced con- 
clusions that are on the whole 
heartening, although predicated 
on certain contingencies. 

The assumption of this report. 
Inspired by the Brookings institu- 
tion, is that neither true peace 
nor another major conflict will 
break out in the Middle East and 
that no important technological 
breakthrough, altering the energy 
picture, can be envisioned between 
now and 1985. 

The fundamental conclusion is 
that unilateral actions will not 
solve the problems posed, which 
must be faced on a multilateral 
basis. It is argued: "Uncoordinat- 
ed national efforts to deal with 
the economic impact of higher oil 
prices would be Ineffective or 
worse." 

In order to improve their basic 
bargaining position, it is suggest- 
ed that industrialized nations 
should consider establishing a 
data bank in which all oil trans- 
actions would be recorded.

Beyond these specific recom- 
mendations, the expects conclude 
the world isn't faced by an im- 
minent energy shortage and, if 
nations act wisely, can avoid con- 
tinuously rising prices. Industrial 
lands are cautioned to avoid con- 
frontation with oil- exporting 
countries. 

Both importers and exporters 
are urged to help developing na- ( 
tlons meet the problems posed to 
their economies by zooming prices.

On Plea Bargaining 

When J.MJ3. Crawford (Letters, 
April B> cries out for the press to 
apply public pressure to outlaw 
plea bargaining, he committed 
two ains: X) Without benefit of 
trial he convicted former Attorney 
General Richard Kleindienst of 
a felony; 2) He demonstrated his 
ignorance of the concept of plea 
bargaining. 

De facto plea bargaining has 
been with us since Cain and his 
attorney went into the back room 
with the prosecutor to get some 
kind of an indication as to 
sentence in the event of a guilty 
plea. 

Plea bargaining in the United 
States it a legitimate procedure 
in the process of criminal law 
whereby the prosecutor and the 
counsel for the defendant weigh 
and balance the time and money 
to be spent on a trial against the 
possibility of a conviction, an 
acquittal or a conviction of a 
lesser offense. They hammer out 
a compromise: they present the 
agreement to tbe judge, who in- 
dicates what the sentence will be, 
assuming all the facts presented 
are true. If there is still agree- 
ment, the plea bargain is placed 
on the record In open court. 

If Mr. Crawford has facts on 
hand to prove the guilt of Mr. 
Kleindienst or that the Depart- 
ment of Justice is In a wholesale 
fashion reducing felonies “at their 
whim, design or contrivance." let 
him zero in on his true target 
instead of gratuitously indicting 
the judicial function of piea 
bargaining. 


Finally I would strongly take 
issue with Mr. Crawford's thesis 
that the judicial system in the 
United States is Inferior simply 
because it has found reason to 
deviate from the traditional 
procedures used by British courts.

Crossing the Border 

His strange group of two nude 
female acrobats, one standing on 
her head while the other stead- 
ies her by holding her legs, 
owes something to' Maillol, but 
a Maillol seen tlirough cubL>t 
^yes. At the same time, the 
simplification of volume is such 
that it wouldn't take much to 
carry the subject matter beyond 
the boundaries of figurative art. 
The artist clearly crossed that 
border in many works, one of 
which, at least, seems to reflect 
the two women acrobats but 
could never be identified by any- 
one who had not seen . the 
acrobats. 

This is very much in tuue wiih 
the taste of modern buyers, as 
illustrated by the high prices 
commanded by Miklos. an earlier 
prewar artist, whose carvings sell 
for as much as S20.000 on the 
dealers' market. Veysset s gradual 
progress toward abstraction i.3 
possibly what made one critic 
call him. rather unfairly, "a care- 
ful craftsman eager to reconcile 
all modern tendencies." 

It has sometimes been pointed 
out that he worked under the 
influence ol Romanesque art 
while Mime have detected a 
strain they related to the art of 
the .Steppes. None of this is ob- 
vious from Veysset 's actual work. 
That Veysset was in tune with 
hi* time is shown by some 
fascinating figures, semi-expres- 
sionist, semi-abstract, anticipat- 
ing Chayssac's paintings iu 
three- dimensional space: again, 
this is in line with artistic trends 
that sell best these days. 

So far, Veysset ha* been more 


appreciated by public institutions 
than by private collectors, partly 
because he played a significant 
role in the development of 
aesthetic trends, such as art brut, 
which have now gained consider- 
able momentum: He was the 
second artist, after Stanislas 
W os tan but before Arman, who 
used found a* well as natural 
materials. 

Yet, the beginnings of Ray- 
mond Veysset, bom in the Cor- 
roae. were not. on the whole 
revolutionary. After graduating 
from the Ecole Nation. :. Supc- 
rieure dee Beaux Arts, he studied 
with. among others fame 
painter Andre Derain, was ap- 
pointed professor at the Ecolc 
des Beaus Arts and first ex- 
hibited hi s work ?.t the -Salon 
d'Automne and other traditional 
places. 

Important Exhibitions 

From 1048. when he first ex- 
hibited at the Venice Biennale, 
his works, mostly graphics at 
first, were seen at a number of 
important exhibition*— at the 
Musee Boymans in Rotterdam in 
1049, at the FaJais des Beaux 
Arts in Brussels in 1950 and at 
the international an fair in 
Boston in 1952. 

An important turning point m 
his career came in 1949 when he 
became a member of the com- 
mittee of the Salon de la Jeunc 
Sculpture. From then on he 
veered toward pure abstraction 
and exhibited with avant-garde 
groups— the Groupc Nylons in 
Switzerland in -954 the Groupe 
Mexico in 1958. the Parisian 
Salon Comparaison in I960, and 
the •'Antagonisme H: L'ObJet' at 
tbe Muse'e des Arts Decoratilj, in 
Paris in 1962. His first impor- 
tant foreign buyer was the 
Recklinghausen 'West Germany.' 
museum, which bought a carving 
in 1958. 

Hi* works have rarely been 
seen at auction and haven't done 
very well in the past. On June 
25. 1969. 11 sculptures came tip 
lor auction at the Hi .el George 
V. They created no sensation, all 
going to the same buyer. Jacques 


London. A rather uninspired 
stone group in his roily figu- 
rative style was knocked do* u 
at 926 francs. An excellent ab- 
stract cement work, which looks 
like a submarine plant, had to 
be bought in, failing to rise above 
420 franc*. Another abstract 
wort of brick, concrete and stone 
of the same period and style as 
a big abstract work in the forth- 
coming sale, was bought in at 
the same price.

Survey of EEC Members Reveals 

Oil Crisis Hit Business Less Thau Feared 


BRUSSELS, April 19 (AP-DJ1. 
— The business climate in the 
Common Market as a whole was 
noticeably better in the first 1974 
quarter than had been expected 
at the start of the energy crisis, 
the EEC commission said today 
in its latest monthly economic 
survey. 

The community's balance of 
trade with other countries had 
deteriorated sharply since the be- 
ginning of the year, the survey 
said.

Industrial activities 
in the community remained high 
during the first quarter, with 
general demand for raw materials 
end semi-ilnished products strong 
so that production in the basic 
materials industry had risen 
"quite appreciably," the survey 
seld. 

In West Germany, vigorously 
risin g experts and only moder- 
ately Increasing non-oil imports 
resulted in a record trade surplus 
in the first two months of the 
year. 

Turning to the stock markets, 
the survey noted that most gains 
registered after the first shock of 
the energy crisis had been over- 
come had been lost a gain 

It noted that the downtrend of 
stock prices contrasted with the 
relatively favorable business 
trends In most EEC countries. 

The removal of the UjS. inter- 
est equllization tax and abolition 
of restrictions on purchases of 
domestic securities by nonresi- 
dents in some EEC countries had 
failed to stimulate the markets. 

French Output Drops 

PARIS. April 19 (AP-DJ).— The 
French index of industrial pro- 
duction. seasonally adjusted and 
excluding the building Industry, 
stood at 127 in February, down 
from 128 in January but up from 
121 in February 1973, the Finance 
Ministry announced. 


WASHINGTON. April 13 (APt.

1.1 percent in March as the worst 
inflation in a quarter century held 
its grip on the economy, the gov- 
ernment reported today. 

The Labor Department said 
last month's rise sent consumer 
prices 102 percent higher than 
a year ago, the most In any 12 - 
month period since an Identical 
rise in 1943. 

For the first quarter of 1974, 
consumer prices rose at a sea- 
sonally-adjusted annual rate cf 
14.5 percent, the highest in any 
three-month period since the first 
quarter of 1951, during the Korean 
wax. 

Although the Nixon administra- 
tion says it expects the economy 
to turn around in the second half 
of the year, seme government an- 
alysts predict the next three 
months will be os bad as or worse 
than the inflation fer the first 
three months of the year. 

With inflation continuing un- 
abated. the Labor Department 
said the buying power of Amer- 
ican workers fell nine-tenths of 
1 percent in March to a level 4.7 
percent below a year ago. It 
marked the biggest annual decline 
since the government began keep- 
ing that statistic in 1964. 

The consumer price index 
climbed last month to 143.1 from 
its 1967 average, m eanin g that it 
cost consumers $143.10 to buy the 
same variety of retail goods and 
services that $100 bought in 1967. 

The 1.1 percent jump in prices 
last month compared with a 1.3 
percent rise In February and an 
increase of 1 percent in January.

Commenting on the report, 
Gary Seevers of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers said 
that while inflation, is still very 
high the council believes the pres- 
sures on both food and fuel prices 
axe now easing. 

“Even with the expected easing 
of food and energy prices, infla- 
tion clearly will remain a serious 
problem whose severity could be 
cam pounded by measures design- 
ed to stimulate the pace of 
economic activity,” Mr. Seevers 
said. 

Government analysts said high- 
er prices for gasoline were re- 
sponsible for about. 25 percent 
of the March increase. 

Grocery prices jumped 1 per- 
cent. substantially more than is 
usual lor J. larch, but less than 
the increases for the previous two 
months. Fresh vegetables, process- 
ed fruits, cereals, bakery and 
dairy products were up but beef 
prices, alter rising sharply in 
February, declined. 

But the sliarpest increase was 
In nonfood commodities, includ- 
ing industrial prices, which rose 
3.5 percent, both seasonally ad- 
justed ar.d not, last month. It 
was the biggest increase in this 
category since the government 
started those statistics in 1956. 

Gas, Oil Prices Jump 

G&roUce and motor oil again 
jumped sharply in March, rising 
7 percent to a level 39.3 percent 
above the previous March. Fuel 
oil and coal prices dropped slight- 
ly last month but. were still 57.7 
percent above Mp-rcta 1973. 

New -car prices increased instead 
of declining as they usually do to 
March. Prices for ured cars con- 
tinued to fall, however. 

Sen ices rote eight- tenths of 1 
percent from February to March, 
driven up by a 20 percent jump 
in postal charges and a rise of 1.7 
percent in physicians' fees. 

A rise of five-tenths of one per- 
cent to average hourly earnings 
last month was offset by the 
jump in consumer prices and a 
drop of three-tenths of ODe per- 
cent in average weekly hours, 
sending average weekly earnings 
down eight -ten tlis of one per- 
cent for the month.

Prices Up 0.9% in U.K., 
Inflation Rale Is 13.5% 

LONDON, April 19 (API. — Prices in Britain rose 0.9 percent 
in March, p ushin g up the rate of inflation to a record 133 per- 
cent, the Department of Employment said today. 

And with big tax increases on gasoline, beer and liquor and 
cigarettes in the pipeline the index of prices is almost certain 
to move sharply higher in April, trcgeiirg an automatic pay 
raise of 40 pence a week for more than three million voifcers. 

With the benediction of the fa.mer Conservative govern- 
ment. many firms signed “tlireshold agreements" with their 
workers. 

The agreements provide a 40-pence raise when prices move 
7 percent above the level of I&it October, when the Egrc-emenis 
were signed, and another 40 pence for each l percent the Index 
goes above seven.

Pittsburgh and Detroit, 
raised the key interest rate. 

Observers say the recent in- 
creases to the prime reneck 3n 
increase in business loan demand 
as well as a more restrictive 
policy by the Federal Reserve 
Board.

THOMAS JEFFERSO . V 
An Intimate History 

M. Brodie. Illustrated. Norton. 33 1 pp. $12 JO. 
Renewed by Christopher Lehmann-Haupt 
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C' ORE Vuial was kidding when 
^ he drew pictures in "Burr” of 
Thomas Jefferson surrounded by 
his halfbreed offspring by tbe 
mulatto slavewoman Sally He- 
mings. He was simply playing 
devil's advocate for a man who 
hated Jefferson. But now comes 
historian Pawn M. Brodie, of the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, to aver in her psycho- 
historical "Thomas Jefferson: An 
Intimate History" what genera- 
tions of white scholars have tried 
to deny— namely that Jefferson 
really did bed down with Sally 
Hemiiigs and conceived numerous 
children by her. One of these 
white scholars. Dumas Malone, 
just last month published the 
fifth volume of his projected six- 
volume "Jefferson the President," 
in which he denies the He mings 
connection. 'Many black schol- 
ars. on the other hand, have long 
been insisting on the point. And 
worse, according to Prof. Brodie. 
Jefferson loved other women too, 
and not just platonicaliy. 

Of course. Prof. Brodie's inten- 
tions are not quite the same as 
Gore Vidal's She is not sp innin g 
fictional anti-history. She deeply 
admires Jefferson, praises him for 
being "a genius of peace." and 
judges his two-term presidency as 
a positive turning point in the 
life of the young Republic No. 
her aim in gossiping is simply :o 
focu* oil Jefferson's heart instead 
of his mind, in the hope of pene- 
trating what Henry Adams called 
"the semi-transparent shadows" 
that have obscured Jefferson s 
character from posterity's view. 
It is only for this purpose that 
she speaks the unspeakable. 

But does she succeed in her 
purpose? At times her line of 
reasoning is hard to follow. She 
has the habit of playing with 
mirrors: For instance, lacking 
specific evidence of the young 
Jefferson's relations with his pa- 
rents. she writes. ■'Because, how- 
ever. most adults in bringing up 
their children cannot avoid imi- 
tating the cautionary devices of 
their own parents, and because 
even those who despise their 
own upbringing often inadver- 
tently fall into the ancient ma- 
ternal and paternal patterns, we 
may look to the letters of Jef- 
ferson to his own children tor 
dues to the kind of admonitions 
he got from his mother, and pos- 
>ibly also from his father, during 
these formative years." 

Elsewhere she shoot.* Freud 
from the hip 7 "The possibility 

cap be suggested that since build- 
ings often symbolize in dreams 
the body of a woman. Jefferson, 
in tearing down and rebuilding 
Monticello after the pattern of 
[the Halle aux Bieds] where he 
first met Maria Cosway [his 
“lover" when he was minister to 
France], may have been uncon- 
sciously defining and redefining 
the ideal woman, which he had 


clearly not yet iouna in his own 
life." 

And sometimes she gropes for 
extremely subtle evidence: for 
example, when she tries to prove 
"that Sally Hemings had become 
for Jefferson a special preoccupa- 
tion" by arguing that in a daily 
journal he kept during a trip in 
1788, he used the word "mulatto" 
eight times 'in such sentences as 
“the hills axe mulatto but also 
whitish"i. 

Yet once Prof. Brodie gets over 
such bumps, her biography gains 
considerable momentum. Not only 
does she make her gossip seem 
plausible, she wields It as an 
effective 'analytic tool (For in- 
stance, the reason that Jefferson 
grew increasi n gly reluctant to ad- 
vocate emancipation as he grew 
older was because freeing his 
slaves would have meant giving 
up his beloved Monticello life- 
style, an. important part of which 
was The companionship of Sally 
Hemings'*. 

Not only does her gossip make 
Jefferson seem more warm and 
appealing personally and less the 
pure mind of democracy, but it 
also permits her to argue reason- 
ably that Jefferson's ideas were 
never purely theoretical (he seems 
io have been more in favor of 
emancipation in his youth, when 
revolution against England — and 
against his father?— were upper- 
most in his mind: similarly, his 
famous pronouncements on the 
superiority of agrarian to cos- 
mopolitan Life were made before 
he discov ered tbe charms of Paris 
which in time were to alter some- 
what his views on cities. 

Finally, not only is Prof. Bro- 
die's gossip interesting in itself, 
'out- it also affords her an ap- 
proach to the other aspects of 
Jefferson's life that is highly en- 
tertaining. Not being obliged ro 
trace his role in American history, 
she is free to concentrate on the 
events that, touched him most 
dramatically during his career. 
So the years of his presidency 
are summed up by The James 
Thomson Callender affair tin 
which the vindictive journalist 
tried to expose his relationshin 
to Sally Hemings*. by the Burr 
conspiracy, and by his skillful 
maneuvering io avoid war with 
England And his old age is 
movingly distilled into an account 
of ills late correspon deuce with 
his old friend and enemy John 
Adams. 

In short, regard less of what one 
thinks of Prof. Brodies specula- 
tions about Jefferson's private 
life, they make for interesting 
reading in many more ways than 
the obvious one. Almost as in- 
teresting, in fact, as Mr. Vidal’s 
"Burr." And not half so mis- 
chievous either.

■jVJTOJICH «.AP.».— The Bavarian 
state government, custodian 
of the copyright to Adolf Hitler's 
book “Mein Kampf.” is consider- 
ing legal action against a West 
German writer for the un- 
authorized use of quotes from the 
Nazi blble. 

Andreas GalL an official of 
the Munich finance Ministry 
said that for the first time since 
World War ZZ a West German, 
has written a work which, al- 
though critical of the Nazi era, 
devotes more than half its space 
to Hitler's quotes. 

“For this reason we denied 
permission.” Mr. Gall said. He 
referred to historian Christian 
Zentner's book to be published 
by Paul-List-Verlag. “If Zentner 
now publishes the book after all. 
we shall investigate the matter 
and possibly stop publication by 
injunction," Mr. Gall added. 


Up to now, Mr. Gall said, the 
Bavarian state government hws 
managed to prevent German 
publishers from reprinting the 
Hitler work. However, it failed 
in its efforts to stop rep r ints 
in such countries as Argentina, 
Spain, Portugal. Brazil. Mexico, 
Greece, Madagascar and Leb- 
anon. 

The Allied Control Council 
decided In 1945 that the state 
of Bavaria should inherit the 
copyrights of the “Central Pub- 
lishers of the NSDAP Franz 
Eher." the abbreviation standing 
for National Socialist German 
Workers Party, Hitler's Nazi 
movement. 

Before Hitler's Reich crumbled, 
about 10 million copies of “Mein 
KampT* had been printed. 

Mr. Gall explained that ever 
since the Bavarian government 


was given custody of the copy- 
right, it bad been kept basy 
preventing reprints— although 
granting reprint rights would 
have brought a fortune In royal- 
ties. 

ar We don't want brown money. 
Hitler money stinks,” said Mr. 
Gall hi reference to the brown 
shirts of Hitler’s storm troopers 
and the former Brown House, the 
Nazi party's Munich head- 
quarters. 

Mr. Gall said that two months 
ago a publisher in the Nether- 
lands reprinted 8,000 copies of 
“Mein Kampf,” but before the 
Bavarian state government could 
lodge a protest with the Foreign 
Ministry in Bonn, Dutch police 
confiscated the books. 

The Bavarian government was 
less fortunate in Italy, Ur. Gall 
said. An Italian court demanded 
during a trial between the Bavar- 


ians an Italian publisher 

that the original copyright con- 
tract between Hitler and his 
publishers be produced as evi- 
dence. The Bavarians were ta- 
able to produce it, “because it 
was destroyed during the war,” 
Ur. Gall said. - 

In Denmark two reprints have 
appeared since World War H, 
Mr. Gall said. Bavarian efforts 
to get the reprints stopped were 
successful but took so long that 
an 16,000 copies had been sold 
before any action could be taken 
to halt distribution. 

A London publisher has also 
recently reprinted the Hitler 
book, Mr. Gall said. He added 
that the Nazi publishers had sold 
their rights to several publishers 
abroad before the collapse of the 
Hitler regime. “Legally there is 
practically nothing we can do 
against them,” Mr. Gall said.
